The crop re- 
porting board of the department of 
agriculture in its first quantity re- 
port of the season today, announced 


a forecast of 14,339,000 equivalent’ 


500-pound bales. That has been ex- 
ceeded only twice before, in 1914 when 
the record of crop of 16,135,000 bales 
was produced and in 1911 when 15,- 
693,000. bales were picked. 

The large acreage is due to the sub- 
stitution of cotton for various other 
erops in many of the states and also 
to utilization of considerable new 
land that was idle last year. 

The crép reporting board in com- 
menting on the report said: 

“The 1925 planted acreage of cot- 
ten, estimated for the date of June 
25 at 46,448,000 acres, is 89 per 
cent above the revised estimate of 
planted -acreage for the same date 
last year. ‘This, increase of acreage 
is derived from acreage devoted in va- 
rious states last year to peanuts, cow- 
peas, corn, wheat, rice, sugar cane, 
oats, broom corn and pastures.

RADIO IN TEST AT SEA IS SUCCESSFUL 


150 Miles Apart Converse! 


New York, July 2.—()—Success- 
ful operation of ship-to-ship wireless 
telephones was announced today with 
the arrival of the North German Lloyd 


liner Columbus. Seated in a_ booth 
on the Columbus, a passenger talked 
to another on a_Hamburg-American 
liner ploughing through the Atlantic 
150 miles off. 

The process has been simplified so 
that the charge of 10 marks, about 
$2.50, covers the expense, Carl Ger- 
stung, chief wireless operator of the 
Columbus, said upon his ‘arrival. A 
duplex receiving and transmitting ap- 
paratus permits two-way conversa- 
tion, he explained. on wave lengths of 
either 1.800 or 1,450 meters. The 
charges are expected to be reduced ma- 
terially as the use of the system be- 
comes more general. 

Perfected by an organization of 
German radio concerns, thé. marine 
wireless telephonic system already has 
been installed on the Muenchen, Stutt-
